Two  oltl  colli'ciions,  OIK'  ol  I'nglisli  inilli'tl  silver  aiul  ilie  orher  ot  Scottish  coins,  arc  rhe  itritiic  focus  of  tliis 
aiicrioii,  staged  to  coiicitle  with  the  annual  (iOlNI.X  show. 

I  he  first  452  lots  comprise  an  excellent  run  of  the  minor  tienominations  from  (ihtirles  II  to  Victoria, 
put  together  at  a  rime  when  there  was  a  far  greater  choice  of  material  to  buy  than  there  is  now.  Old  pedigrees, 
some  going  hack  to  the  mid-iyth  century,  abound;  several  pieces  were  once  in  rhe  famous  Montagu 
collection,  while  others  were  act|uircd  directly  from  auctions  atid  dealers  in  the  late  19th  century.  Of 
particular  merit  are  two  top  quality  Ciharles  II  pkimes  shillings,  1677  and  1679  (lots  42  and  44),  a  superb 
James  II  shilling,  1686  (lor  68),  an  excessively  rare  (ieorge  IV  pattern  shilling,  1820  (lot  559),  and  a  Victorian 
pattern  sixpetice,  1884  (lot  429). 

Dr  James  Davidson  (1896-1985),  of  West  Linton,  Peebles-shire,  in  later  years  consultant  pathologist 
at  Edinburgh  Southern  Hospitals  but  formerly  director  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  forensic  laboratory  at 
Hendon,  was  a  very  well  known  collector  of  Scottish  and  ancient  Greek  coins  for  some  50  years.  Besides 
actively  adding  to  the  collection  begun  by  his  father,  he  enjoyed  a  keen  interest  in  alpine  plants.  A  certain 
element  of  the  coin  collection  was  disposed  of  in  1980,  but  what  remains  includes  such  gems  as  a  James  V 
bonnet  piece,  1540,  acquired  when  the  coin  was  exactly  400  years  old  (lot  884),  the  attractive  James  V  gold 
crown  from  the  Guthrie  Lornie  collection  which  is  illustrated  in  Burns’  classic  work  (lot  885),  and  an  unusual 
rarity  in  a  Charles  II  half-merk,  1664,  officially  counterstamped  with  the  date  1665  (lot  947). 

David  Griffiths  has  been  a  collector  of  Hertfordshire-related  coins  and  tokens  for  many  years,  bur  has 
now  decided  to  part  with  his  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  coins  of  the  Hertford  mint.  The  21  pieces  in  his 
collection,  including  the  Harold  I  Jewel  Cross  specimen  (lot  611)  and  other  great  rarities,  represent  the  largest 
single  offering  of  this  mint  since  the  dispersal  of  the  William  Longman  holding  back  in  1 957. 

Completing  the  first  session  of  the  auction  is  the  last  part  of  the  Linden  collection  of  British 
sovereigns,  a  group  of  282  pieces  being  sold  in  144  lots.  Other  properties  of  British  coins  include  proof  sets  of 
1826,  1851  and  1859  (lots  805-5),  an  unusual  1856  sovereign  with  a  raised  N  in  the  garniture  of  the  shield 
(lot  761),  a  George  11  pattern  two-guineas,  1733  (lot  725),  a  Charles  I  Oxford  triple  unite,  1643  (lot  680),  a 
Cromwell  broad,  1656  (lot  689),  a  superb  example  of  the  first  Hiberno-Manx  penny  (lot  1073),  and  a  small 
group  of  touchpieces  (lots  973-980). 

World  coins  are  headed  by  the  Bill  Adams  collection  of  coins,  tokens  and  medals  of  Malta,  among 
which  is  an  extremely  rare  4-tari,  1660,  of  Annet  de  Clermont  Gessan  (lot  1 103).  General  properties  include 
an  extremely  rare  Liege  ducat,  1792  (lot  1266),  and  a  Woods  farthing  in  silver,  1723  (lot  1381). 

Thirty-three  lots  are  devoted  to  a  folio  of  correspondence,  much  of  it  numismatically-related,  from 
the  personal  papers  of  John  Charles  Herries  (1778-1855),  Master  of  the  Mint  from  1828  to  1830. 

Bringing  the  auction  to  a  close  is  a  good  group  of  British  banknotes,  including  an  unissued  Nairne 
1914  gold  note  (lot  1566),  a  run  of  English  provincials  including  some  rarities,  the  comprehensive  Malta 
collection  formed  by  Bill  Adams  and  a  rare  Bermuda  five-shillings,  1920  (lot  1711).

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BENNIE  LINDEN 


Bennie  Linden  was  born  in  Rothesay,  Scotland,  in  1923.  Educated  in  Scotland,  he  intended  pursuing  a 
career  in  catering  when  War  intervened.  Lie  joined  the  Royal  Air  Force  and  trained  as  a  wireless 
operator/air  gunner. 

His  acute  business  sense  and  his  wartime  involvement  with  electrics  and  electronics  stood  him  in  good 
stead  when,  in  1947  and  returned  to  civilian  life,  he  bought  20,000  pairs  of  war-surplus  binoculars  for  just  £3 
each  and  sold  them  for  a  profit  of  £15,000. 

Bennie  Linden  s  successful  flair  led  to  the  formation  of  United  Scientific  Instruments.  He  sold  the 
business  m  1968  and  formed  a  new  company  to  distribute  electronic  components,  particularly  connectors, 
which,  as  Intel  (a  business  name  today  reputed  to  be  worth  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars),  developed  into 
one  of  the  largest  businesses  of  its  kind  in  Britain.  More  than  anyone  else  he  was  responsible  for  the 
development  of  Tottenham  Court  Road  as  London’s  ‘hi-fi  centre.’ 

He  sold  his  interests  in  Intel  UK  in  1983  and  moved  to  Jersey  the  following  year,  where  he  began  to 
use  his  expertise  and  resources  for  the  benefit  of  the  island  community  he  had  joined. 

A  diabetic  himself,  he  soon  became  very  involved  with  the  jersey  branch  of  the  British  Diabetic 
Association.  He  chaired  and  funded  the  meetings  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  volunteers  whose  objective  was  to 
find  and  fund  premises  for  a  day  care  clinic  for  diabetes  sufferers  on  the  island.  The  project,  which  cost  in 
excess  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  pounds,  came  to  fruition  in  1991  and,  since  then,  has  transformed  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  local  people  of  all  ages.  His  own  financial  contribution  towards  this  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  life  of  so  many  islanders  is  already  in  excess  of  £10(),0()(). 

Today,  Bennie  Linden  is  founder  and  patron  of  Diabetes  Research  jersey,  which  is  shortly  to  embark 
upon  an  island-wide  screening  project  and  other  services  for  local  diabetics,  which  will  cost  upwards  of 
£250,000. 

1  hroughout  his  business  life  the  gold  sovereign  has  been  an  abiding  passion,  and  Bennie  Linden's 
collection  has  rightly  been  described  as  one  of  the  most  significant  in  private  hands.  This  passion  also  led  to 
the  publication  of  I'hc  Sovereign,  a  lavishly  illustrated  biography  of  one  of  the  world’s  most  desirable  coins.

The  presenee  of  the  n  is  impossible  to  explain.  Enquiries  have 
revealed  ihere  to  be  two  items  in  the  Royal  Mint's  collection  of 
malrices  and  dies  for  the  sovereigns  of  William  IV  which  have  an  n 
stamped  on  their  upper  surfaces  but  well  away  from  the  design  area. 

This  is  die  finer  of  two  specimens  known  to  the  cataloguer;  the  other 
coin,  being  the  only  one  known  to  the  Royal  Mint  (and  examined  by 
that  institution  in  1989).  is  in  only  fine  condition  and  was  sold  to  a 
collector  by  private  treaty. 

Any  connection  may  be  fanciful  speculation  but  the  letter  'N'  was 
highly  significant  as  a  symbol  of  Napoleon.  Louis  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  (1808-73)  belived  firmly  in  his  destiny  as  his  uncle's  heir 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  historical  record  that  in  1836  he  attempted  to 
invade'  France  and  claim  the  throne  from  Louis  Philippe. 
Bonapartist  sympathisers  abounded,  even  in  London,  and  the 
possibility  of  a  connection  here  seems  intriguing

The  late  Michael  Dolley  isolated  this  small  but  distinctive  group  of 
coins  and  attributed  it  to  a  mint  on  tbe  Isle  of  Man  active  during  the 
I02()s.  This  theory  is  supported  by  a  Manx  find-spot  for  the  majority 
of  the  known  specimens  which  are  in  public  collections. 
Furthermore,  the  closely  die-linked  group  of  coins  can  be  shown  to 
ultimately  derive  from  an  actual  Dublin  Hiberno-Norse  Phase  11  die. 
apparently  taken  to  Man  and  subsequently  copied.  The  series  has 
been  further  researched  by  Kristin  Bornholdt  (BAR  British  Series 
278.  1999)  who  has  revealed  early,  middle  and  late  styles. 

Following  Norwegian  Viking  raids  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  century 
and  the  subsequent  settlement  of  the  island  by  Norse  colonists,  the 
Kingdom  of  Man  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Viking  world. 
Control  of  this  strategically  important  island  and  the  allegiance  of  its 
mixed  Norse  and  Manx  Gaelic  population  passed  periodically 
between  the  two  main  Viking  powers  in  the  region,  the 
Hiberno-Norse  kings  of  Dublin  and  the  Earls  of  Orkney,  whose 
maritime  possessions  encompassed  Shetland.  Orkney,  the  Western 
Isles  and  Caithness.  Exploiting  the  weakness  of  his  Orcadian  and 
Manx  allies  following  their  defeat  at  the  battle  of  Clontarf  in  1014.

(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of 
publication  of  the  catalogue  that  the  lot  was  a 
‘deliberate  forgery’  was  by  means  of  scientific 
processes  not  generally  accepted  for  use  until  after 
publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a  process  which  was 
unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer’s  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be 
limited  to  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  and 
shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be 
assignable  and  shall  rest  solely  and  exclusively  in  the 
buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is 
made  out  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot 
sold. 

Conditions  mainly  concerning  Sellers  and  Consignors 

13  Warranty  of  title  and  availability 
The  seller  warrants  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  to  the 
buyer  that  he  or  she  is  the  true  owner  of  the  property 
or  is  properly  authorised  to  sell  the  property  by  the 
true  owner  and  is  able  to  transfer  good  and 
marketable  title  to  the  property  free  from  any  third 
party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Dix  Noonan 
Webb,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against 
any  loss  or  damage  suffered  by  either  in  conseciuence 
or  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  seller. 


14  Keserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction 
a  reserve  on  any  lot,  being  the  minimum  ‘hammer 
price’  at  which  that  lot  may  be  treated  as  sold.  A 
reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall  nor  be  changed 
without  the  consent  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb.  Dix

18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the 
‘total  amount  due’  within  3  weeks  after  the  auction, 
Dix  Noonan  Webb  will  endeavour  to  notify  the  seller 
and  rake  the  seller’s  instructions  as  to  the  appropriate 
course  of  action  and,  so  far  as  in  Dix  Noonan  Webb’s 
opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist  the  seller  to  recover 
the  ‘total  amount  due’  from  the  buyer.  If  circumstances 
do  not  permit  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  take  instructions 
from  the  seller,  the  seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
at  the  seller’s  e.xpense  to  agree  special  terms  for 
payment  of  the  ‘total  amount  due’,  to  remove,  store 
and  insure  the  lot  sold,  to  settle  claims  made  by  or 
against  the  buyer  on  such  terms  as  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
shall  in  its  absolute  discretion  think  fit,  to  take  such 
steps  as  are  necessary  to  collect  monies  due  b\  the 
buyer  to  the  seller  and  if  necessary  to  rescind  the  sale 
and  refund  money  to  the  buyer.

20  Charges  for  withdrawn  lots 

Where  a  seller  cancels  instructions  for  sale,  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  reserve  the  right  to  charge  a  fee  of  15%

21  Rights  to  photographs  and  illustrations

22  Unsold  lots

23  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the  right  to  charge 
commission  up  to  one-half  of  the  ‘stated  rates’ 
calculated  on  the  ‘bought-in  price’  and  in  addition 
‘expenses’  in  respect  of  any  unsold  lots. 

General  conditions  and  definitions 

24  Dix  Noonan  Webb  sells  as  agent  for  the  seller 
(except  where  it  is  stated  wholly  or  partly  to  own  any 
lot  as  principal)  and  as  such  is  not  responsible  for  any 
default  by  seller  or  buyer. 

25  Any  representation  or  statement  by  Dix  Noonan 
Webb,  in  any  catalogue  as  to  authorship,  attribution, 
genuineness,  origin,  date,  age,  provenance,  condition 
or  estimated  selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion 
only.  Every  person  interested  should  exercise  and  rely 
on  his  or  her  own  judgement  as  to  such  matters  and 
neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents 
are  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such  opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best 
served  by  attendance  at  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  will,  if  so  instructed,  execute  bids  on  their 
behalf.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or 
agents  are  responsible  for  any  neglect  or  default  in 
doing  so  or  for  failing  to  do  so. 

27  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  have  the  right,  at  its 
discretion,  to  refuse  admission  to  its  premises  or 
attendance  at  its  auctions  by  any  person. 

28  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  absolute  discretion  without 
giving  any  reason  to  refuse  any  bid,  to  divide  any  lot, 
to  combine  any  two  or  more  lots,  to  withdraw  any  lot 
from  the  auction  and  in  case  of  dispute  to  put  up  any 
lot  for  auction  again. 

29(a)  Any  indemnity  under  these  Gonditions  shall 
extend  to  all  actions,  proceedings  costs,  expenses, 
claims  and  tlemands  whatever  incurred  or  suffered  by 
the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  indemnity.

All 
transactions  to  which  these  Gonditions  apply  and  all 
matters  connected  therewith  shall  also  be  governed  by 
English  law.  Dix  Noonan  Webb  hereby  submits  to  the 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts  and  all 
other  parties  concerned  hereby  submit  to  the  non¬ 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts. 

32  In  these  Gonditions: 

(a)  ‘catalogue’  includes  any  advertisement,  brochure, 
estimate,  price  list  or  other  publication; 

(b)  ‘hammer  price’  means  the  price  at  which  a  lot  is 
knocked  down  by  the  auctioneer  to  the  buyer; 

(c)  ‘total  amount  due’  means  the  ‘hammer  price’  in 
respect  of  the  lot  sold  together  with  any  premium. 
Value  Added  Tax  chargeable  and  additional  charges 
and  expenses  due  from  a  defaulting  buyer  in  pounds 
sterling;
